Is it Real? 

The Govprnmont orfjan takes us to task 
for "echoing tho miHroproHentalion in- 
dulged iu on the iloor of the Houmo" in 
rogcrd to the nmoimt of rotrunclimont to 
which tho present nchuimstration can 
justly lay claiiu. Tho reply to this 
charge of "unfiiiruoss" appears to us bo 
obvious. The proper time and place, as 
it seems to us, to hare mot these alleged 
"niisropresontations" -was when thoy wore 
niado "or tho floor of tho House;" and 
tho proi^or person to do it waa tho Pre- 
mier. But he oould not do that. Tho 
facta and figures produced by tho meni- 
bors referred to, more espeolally those 
presented by the senior member for Vic- 
toria City, wtre simply unanswerable; 
and for tho Premier to attempt now to 
oovoi his humiliaition with a flood of ink 
is scarcely the thing. Ha may bo a whale 
at flgures; hut ho in an inkflsh at facts. 
Tho aenior member for Victoria, whoso 
familiarity with the subject enabled him 
to be acouratfl, proved beyond the possi- 
bility sf contradiction that twonty-tlireo 
thousand dollars out of the thirty-six 
thousand dollars of protended rotrenoh- 
mont was "fallacious," ivaa, in fact, utter- 
ly false, and intimated that tho balance 
■was more than doubtful. Why did not 
the Premier combat that gentleman'.'* 
facts like a man? Simply because ho 
could not. Now ho is endeavoring to ao- 
oomplish by misvopreHontation and pov- 
Bonal abuse in liis jjupor. what he could 
not do in tho IJouso. The organ reiter- 
ates the statomont that thirty oilicials 
have been discharged. We have some 
doubts as to the correctness of this state- 
ment, for it is difficult to reconcile it with 
tho fact that the actual retrenchment at- 
tained ha.i already been cut down to thir- 
teen thousand dollars, and isbelievod to bo 
susceptible of a still further rodnctioii. 
"Honesty is the best policy;" but that 
unfortunate "comparative st.xtomeat," 
over the exposure of -which Ministers feel 
ao sore, wasn't honest. We have no de- 
sire to misrepresent the Government, or 
"withhold from them one intu of credit to 
•which thoy are fiiiriv eiititlod in any ef- 
fort whicli may bo mado to reduce tho ex- 
pense of iulministration; but wo do ob- 
ject, and shall coutinua to ol)ject to any 
attempt to deceive mombors of the House 
and tho public generally by i>retendiug 
to a reduction that is unreal. The less 
tho present Ministry j)arado their retroncli- 
meut policy before tho public t!io bettor 
will it bo for themselves. The retention 
of their own salaries at tho old oxtra\a 
ant flgures aad the creation of a new De- 
partment, at an expense of $6,552, will 
eoQstitute a tolerably conclusive answer 
to all their boasting abouc retreiichmoiit. 
The decapitation of many poor under- 
lings will scarcely atone for tliat. It's 
just the old story of tho Viig lish eating 
the little ones. Tho present Ministers 
are whales at that sort of thing. But, 
then, that isn't retrenchment.

Boarding- School Scliem'o 

While tho educational ujjpropriation 
was under disL-ussion on Wednesday eve- 
ning oonsiderable iiiforinatiou of iutorosl 
was elicited from the (.iovi.'rnnient, It in 
proposed to erect a boarding school this 
year, as an experiment. The location will, 
infill probability, beKaraloops, tho north- 
em and eastern section of tlie ct>uiitrv be- 
yond tho Casuadeb being already ]iartially 
supplied with schools. In the lii st iu- 
stancQ. provision is to be mailo for accom- 
modating twenty-five or thirty children; 
and should the osperiniont prove .succoss- 
ful its operations will be extended accord- 
ing to need. Wo are free to admit that 
the proposed i)lan, if i)roi)orly i;arriod 
out, is II wise on*!. In tho ultimate suc- 
cess of the ])rinciplu of a central boarding 
school for the country beyond the Cas- 
cades Wf, have tho fullest coididcnce. lint 
of course the success of the principle 
must depend very much indeed upon the 
manner of working it out. In selecting a 
head teacher and matron the groatost 
care must ha taken. Due rogald must be 
ha4l, not only to abilities as teachers, but 
to aptitude for managing children gen- 
erally. It will, in fact, re.it with those in 
charge to make tho scheme a succesi) or a 
failure; and it would be a fatal mistake to 
employ unsuitable persons to manage tht> 
institution on the score of eoon(jmy— to 
nave a. fow dollars .1 month in balari(>s. In 
selecting a sit« it appears to us highly 
important that tho (iovernment should 
keep in view the futurn want* and cir- 
eumstancos of the country. The location 
should be central — such as would bo 
adapted to' the larger establishniont. 
■whiidi would In.' the fruits of success. Tlie 
building or buildings should bs erected 
with a viow to future exteuhiou. In short, 
■what is d(in(> now ought to bo doiK! with a 
view to its forming the nuideus of thu 
larger institution of tho future. If that 
be done, and properly done, we have no 
fears as to the result. It. was stated that 
there is no intention of establishing a 
high Hchool in Victoria for the iircsenl, 
In this, we tliink, the (iovernment have 
made a serious miHtake. So long as the 
educational faoilitifis aft'orded by the 
Btato fall as far beneath tho requirements 
of this oommunity as they do at present, 
the whole system must bo unfair. As wus 
shown in form(;r articles, the ])eoj)le of 
Victoria, while contributing their full 
quota towardii tho Hup])ort of freo State 
education, have still to rely chi(^lly upon 
}>rivate. schools, while n higher education 
.must be sought beyond the boundaries 
of the Province. Such a condition of 
things is not only unfair to tho immediate 
HUlTorors; but it in highly ])rejudii:ial to 
tho beat interests of tho cijuntry, and 
ought not to bo permitted to o.\ist a day 
longer than can be helped.
